ASPARAGUS 


Asparagus 


1 oz. to 100 ft., 4 Ibs. per acre 


Culture. When starting an Asparagus bed 
from seed, it is advisable to soak the seed for 
24 hours before planting. Sow in Spring in 
rows about 18 inches apart, allowing 15 to 20 
seeds to the foot. Cover 2 inches deep. When 
plants are well established, thin to about an 
inch apart. The plants will be ready to set 
in a permanent bed the following Spring. 


Giant Washington. A rust-resisting aspara- 
gus. This splendid new asparagus which has 
been bred up under U. S. Government super- 
vision, has proven to be of unquestioned 
merit both for the home garden or for pro- 
duction on a large scale. The color is good 
and quality excellent.

Culture. Plant Beans after all danger of 
irost is past, in warm, dry, well prepared soil. 
The rows should be 2 to 3 feet apart and the 
seeds covered 1% to 2 inches deep. Thin the 
young plants to 3 to 6 in. apart in the rows. 
Shallow cultivation should be frequent until 
blossoming; then stop to avoid injury to 
roots. Root injury causes the blossoms to fall 
off. For succession, plant every 2 weeks until 
mid-summer. Frequent picking of crop in- 
sures long bearing.

Culture. Seed should be sown at the rate of 
one ounce to 100 feet of row. The rows 
should be spaced 14 to 24 ins. apart. Work 
the soil well and cover the seeds about an 
inch deep. A rich sandy loam is most favor- 
able, but nearly all types of soil will provide 
nae if sufficiently fertilized and properly 
illed. 


Early Wonder. It is very nearly globular in 
shape and the flesh is dark red, sweet and 
tender. The skin is smooth and the tops 
small. It matures slightly later than the 
Early Egyptian.

Tall French. This variety grows two or three 
feet high. It produces numerous sprouts 
which resemble little cabbage heads, one or 
two inches in diameter. The flavor is like 
mild cabbage.

Broccoli

LAWN GRASS 


How to Have a Good Lawn 


Spade the ground deeply and see that it is 
thoroughly pulverized. Work in a good commer- 
cial fertilizer. Sheep guano or peat moss will 
add humus and improve the seed bed. Rake level 
and water thoroughly so the ground will settle. 
The seed bed should be allowed to stand for 
about two weeks, watering from time to time so 
the weed seeds will sprout. 

Roll the ground before seeding, to prevent it 
from settling unevenly, and then rake the surface 
lightly. Sow the seed so as to cover it lightly with 
soil. Roll again so as to press the seed in firmly. 

Grass seed will germinate in from 8 to 15 days, 
according to the weather. If a lawn is made 
during the summer, the ground should be covered 
lightly with peat after the seed has been rolled, 
so as to retain the moisture. New lawns shculd 
not be allowed to dry out, not even for a half day. 
For the first 15 days the lawn should be watered 
twice a day if necessary. A lawn should be fer- 
tilized after the first cutting, and at least twice 
a year. Water well after applying.

CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

Plant in a sunny location, in any good gar- 
den soil with good drainage. If soil is too 
heavy, mix coarse sand, leaf mold, peat moss 
or well-rotted manure to a depth of 12 to 
18 inches. Plant firmly at same level as 
growing before. Do not plant too deeply. 
May and early June are the best months for 
planting. Space the plants about 18 inches 
apart and water well. Do not let plants suf- 
fer for lack of water. Water at the root and 
do not wet the foliage if it can be avoided. 
The best time to water is in the early morn- 
ing or evening. If the soil dried up too fast, 
it may indicated a lack of humus; in which 
case a top dressing of peat moss or well- 
rotted manure should be given.

A popular method of culture is to 
provide a pan or box, and cover the bottom 
to the depth of one inch with peat moss, 
placing the bulb immediately on top and 
then covering with still another layer of peat 
moss. They should be kept moist and mod- 
erately warm. As soon as roots appear plant 
in pots in a light soil, one inch below the 
surface, and water cautiously until plant has 
shown growth, then increase the amount. 
Good drainage is essential. 


While professional gardeners start tubers in 
pots indoors during early spring, the dor- 
mant bulbs may be planted 10 inches apart 
in the open ground during May with excel- 
lent results. They will thrive in partial shade.

Bulbs for Thrips 


A good treatment to give the bulbs just be- 
fore planting is the use of Lysol solution. 
Mix 4 teaspoonsful of Lysol to 1 gallon of 
water. Soak the bulbs in this solution for 3 
hours or more. 

We have had good success with a spray con- 
taining D.D.T. for Thrip after the bulbs have 
been planted. Start spraying when the plants 
are 6 to 8 inches high, one application every 
10 days, until the buds appear and then. the 
spraying can be discontinued. We have 
D.D.T. in the liquid, Pest-B-Gon. Refer to 
page 37.
